A quarrel among Italians which 
bad bred brewing for eometime but 
which appears to have arisen from 
an ineignificent cause, culminate 
Friday at Lille ina Aouble murder. 
The victims were Antor:io sod Sam 
Casanta, brothers, who were shot to 
death by Angele Mont. The mur- 
dorer came direct to Frank and gave 
himself up to the police and has 
been committed for trial and sent 
to Macleod. 

The Casanta brothers were miners 
io the employ of the West Chnadian 
Collieries. It appears that Mont was 
the helper or back haud for the 
brother Sam and that the two had 
uot gotten along well together for 
some time, (asanta claiming Mont 
was “no good”. 

Friday afternoon about 4 o’elock 
Mont came off shift and proceeded 
to the house of Louis Parmi where 
all theese lived sad was washing up 
when the Casantas arrived. Words 


Jat once ensued over the charge of the 


Casantas that Mont was “no good” 
end Antonio Casasta declaring he 
would kil] Mont, picked up a clat 
and wasabout to strike him when 
Sam and Mrs. Parmi intervened and 
prevented him. 

Mont finished washing and weat 
up stairs to dress. A moment or two 
later, he eame down ataire again, 
armed witit a double barreled shot 
gun and standing on the lsadigg, 
opeued fire on the brothers. 

Sam, standing with his baek to 
Mout, received a charge in the 
shoulder blade aad fell tu the floor. 
Antonio was facing the worderer 
and received thecbarge in the neck. 
He died instantly. Sam lived al- 
most exactly tweoty- four buurs when 
his wound also proved futal. 

A post mortem examination per- 
formed by Dr O'Hagan revealed that 
in both cases the shot ranged down- 
ward aud peoetrated the lungs. 

When he did the shooting, Mont 
was dressed ouly in an undershirt, 
trousers and shoes with no stockings. 
Without waiting to dress furtber, he 
scruck ont and wade hie way to No.
